Last year alone, Australians 
lost over $2 billion to 
sophisticated scams with 
the figure only set to rise. 

So what can we do to 
protect ourselves? 'The 
answer, according to Tim 
Falinski, managing director 
of cybersecurity company 
Trend Micro, is education. 

“There has never been 
a more important time to 
know the telltale signs of a 
—— scammer,” Tim says, warning 
con artists have continued to 
evolve and update their tactics. 

Trend Micro research 
shows the most common 
cons circulating are: romance 
scams where criminals create 
fake profiles on social media 


at 
| 


and dating apps to look for 
victims; online shopping 
scams via online stores offering 
too-good-to-be-true sales that 
lure people into buying items 
that never arrive; phishing 
scams sent by email, text or 
fake websites designed to steal 
your credit card information 
and passwords; and 
investment and crypto scams 
using celebrity endorsements 
and promises of risk-free 
returns to trick people into 
downloading harmful apps. 

“They target Australians 
when they are most 
vulnerable, such as during 
online sales periods or around 
the holidays," adds Tim. 

But how are they getting 
our details in the first place? 

"Cyber criminals can source 
your personal information 
via an email or phone scam, 
hacking your devices or can 
purchase your information if 
available on the ‘dark web’, 
says Tim, who explains 
the dark web is where 


cybercriminals conduct illegal 

activities, from purchasing 

weapons to buying and 

selling personal information. 
“The most common way 

for personal information 

to end up on the dark web 

is through a data breach, 


such as the recent Optus 
and Medibank breach. With 
enough personal information, 
cybercriminals can use your 
identity to open various 
accounts and access funds.” 
2GB radio host Deborah 
Knight tells New Idea reports 
from listeners falling victim 
to or being targeted by scams 
have reached a record high. 
As a result, she's teamed up 
with Commonwealth Bank 
to launch an awareness 
podcast, Anatomy of a Scam. 
"Since time began, people 


have always tried to rip you 
off and scam you in every 
form, and this is the modern 
face of it,” says Deb, who 
admits she personally has 
been targeted by scams, ` 
but has not fallen victim. 
“Scams are like a whack-a- 
mole. Once you find out about 
one, there are dozens of other 
ways they are trying to scam 
you and get your information.” 
In the podcast, Deb speaks 
with everyday Australians 
who've fallen victim, along 
with police and cybercriminal 
experts to help the public 
navigate these frantic times. 
"Finding and prosecuting 
these people and getting the 


money back after the fact is 
problematic. Your best defence 
is prevention. Once your 
information or money is out 
there, even if they are caught, 
the genie is out of the bottle." 

She urges anyone who 
has been impacted, to not 
feel ashamed. 

"Don't feel you are naive 
because their methods are 
sophisticated. You should 
never feel ashamed, and 
know there are so many 
people in the same boat.”

"Harry took this motion 
as a clear message that 
he is being officially iced 
out," says a source. "And 
there's no doubting that 
him and Meghan will 
have decided that two 
can play at that game. 

“They don't have a lot 
of leverage left against 
the royals, but they do 
know Charles wishes he 
had a closer relationship 
with his American 
grandchildren. At 
this point, some 
wonder whether 
the Sussexes

will ever allow the King 
to see those kids again." 

Not seeing his 
grandkids on his 
birthday was a

and was never seen again. 

Since then the world has 
been questioning whether 
he was truly lost at sea or 
if he faked his own death to 
avoid crippling debts and 
the massive toll Hollywood 
had taken on him. 

A new Spotify podcast, 
Pseudocide, has sparked 
fresh interest in the 
unending speculation 
that he orchestrated his 


disappearance and was 
allegedly spotted in Mexico 
on multiple occasions in the 
months after he vanished. 
Patrick was just 48 
when he disappeared. 
Private investigator Philip 
Klein claims the cameraman 
gave Olivia — who had a 
tumultuous on-again, off- 
again relationship with him 
for nine years — flowers and 
a telling note shortly before 


Patrick could 
look like this 
if alive today. 


he went on the fishing trip. 
“I will love you and will 
always love you," he told 
Olivia in the love letter, 
which some now speculate 
was also a farewell message 
— and proof he was planning

Patrick had struggled with 
living in Olivia’s shadow —

Patrick and Yvette share 
a son, Chance. 
“Hollywood's a place of 
money, but it’s also a place 
of very poor people who are 
trying to make it, and he 
just never could make it,” 
Philip says in the podcast. 
The mystery and intrigue 
over how Patrick vanished 
began almost as soon as 
the Korean-born American 
was reported missing. 
The jaunt was supposed

to be a straightforward 
22-hour overnight trip that 
Patrick booked on a fishing 
boat called Freedom. 
Travelling without family 
or friends was perfectly 
normal for Patrick, who 
had done so many times 
before ... but questions 
were raised instantly as 
to how the 22 others on 


board didn't immediately 
notice his disappearance. 
Some of his personal 
belongings, including his 
car keys, passport and 
wallet were later found 
on the boat, and his car 
was found parked near the 
marina where he left it. 
Patrick's disappearance 
went unnoticed until he 
failed to attend a family 
event six days later, and he 
wasn't reported missing 
for another five days. 
Official investigations 
concluded that he must 


have been lost at sea. 

But there have been many 
alleged sightings of Patrick 
in the months and years since 
he vanished into thin air. 

His case has been featured 
on America’s Most Wanted 
and Dateline, which claimed 
he was living on a fishing 
boat off the west coast of 
Mexico in 2009.

Suddenly his father, 
Ashish, was running

down the driveway, scooping 
his limp son up into his 
arms, terrified he'd been 
fatally injured. 

“I heard a loud bang from 
our driveway, and I thought 
Rihaan had just fallen off his 
scooter," his brother Aarush, 
who was 12 at the time, tells 
New Idea. "Dad was yelling. 
Hed picked Rihaan up and 
was carrying him inside. 

He was bleeding badly from 
his head, legs and arms. 
Mum and Dad were both 
panicking. I’ve never seen 
them like that before." 

It was August 2021 
and Mum, Drishty, called 
triple zero. Overcome 
with shock and struggling 
to speak it was young 
Aarush who took over 
the call, communicating 
vital information to 
emergency services. 

“I took the phone off Mum 
because she couldn't speak 
properly" says Aarush, who 
helped direct the ambulance 
to their home in Melbourne. 

“I relayed what Rihaan’s 
injuries were and fetched 
clean towels to press on his 
wounds and stop the blood." 

Seeing his brother's eyes 
wide with fear and tears 
falling down his cheeks, 
Aarush tried to comfort him. 

“T had to stay calm 
because everyone else 
was so upset," he adds. 


After a short time, 
an ambulance and the 
police arrived, and the 
professionals could take 
over from Aarush. 

“I was pretty relieved,” 
the brave young man says. 

Rihaan was rushed 
to hospital where scans 
showed he was concussed 
but miraculously had 
broken no bones. 

“Неа been thrown 17 
metres in the air," Ashish 
recalls. "And wearing 
no helmet, he was very 
lucky the driver was 
not speeding." 

Accepting that the ordeal 
was an accident, the family 
didn't press charges. 

“We don't blame her [the 
driver]. It could have been 
anyone," Ashish says. 

With Rihaan 
recovering well, 
it meant the focus 
turned swiftly to his 
brave brother. After the 
accident the operator 
who took Aarush's 
call, Nick Smith, 
nominated him 
for a Junior 
Triple Zero 
Hero award. 

In July 
2092 Aarush, 
now 14, and 
his family 
went to 
the MCG 


in Victoria where he 
received a medal and 
met Nick, his call-taker, 
for the first time. 

“Не was very impressed 
and complementary," 
Aarush recalls. “The 4 , 
story made the news and 
appeared in my school 
magazine. I was proud. 4 
My parents were too and 
bought me a PlayStation 
5 to say well done!” 

As for Rihaan — who 
is back on the scooter 
and always wears a 
helmet now — he agrees 
his brother was a hero. 

“But Га quite like a 
medal too,” Rihaan, 
now 9, says cheekily. “I 
suffered all the pain and

Raising her three children оп a 
remote South Australian farm 
50 kilometres from the nearest 
town, Anna Nunn knows exactly 
how tough it can be to find what 
you need, when you need it. 

In 2018, the mum and small 
business owner was fresh out 
of ideas for her son Roy's 2nd 
birthday present. 

So, all while battling an ongoing 
drought on the farm at Wooltana 
Station, Anna decided to put pen 
to paper. Soon after Cowboy Roy 
Adventures was born, Anna's 
beloved children's book series. 

"We went from being flat out, 
having staff and managing this 
farm, and all of a sudden there 
was not a lot for us to do,” Anna 
tells New Idea. “When Roy would 
have his nap in the afternoon, I'd 
fiddle around with the book!" 

It took just three months from 
her idea for the book for it to 
come to fruition. Annas first 
picture book, Where is Cowboy 
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Коу5 Hat? was an absolute hit, 
so she decided to write another, 
titled Where are Cowboy Коу5 
Boots?, based on one of the most 
common phrases in her house:

"Use a silicone base lube if 
you are having skin on skin 
intercourse or water base 
lube if you're using a toy or 
condoms," Chantelle advises. 

"You can also use a daily 
vaginal moisturiser to 
make sure you don't get 
too much discomfort." 


RECONNECT 


One of the most reported 
sexual difficulties for women 
after menopause that isn't 
directly health-related is 
failure to reach an orgasm. 
While Chantelle reminds 
us that the end goal of 
intimacy isn't an orgasm 
(if it were, it would be 


very unfulfilling for the 

21 per cent of Australian 
women who say they can’t), 
enjoying yourself in bed 
again requires self-work. 

Though this might be 
uncomfortable at first, 
Chantelle notes that 
familiarising yourself with 
your body after a significant 
change like menopause 
can improve intimacy. 

“Do things like walking 
around naked or buying 
lingerie, and then you can 
connect with your senses 
by doing body scans or 
putting oil on your skin,” 
Chantelle explains. 


COMMUNICATE 


As much as we'd like them 
to be, our partners aren’t 
mind readers — accordingly, 
Chantelle says open and 
honest communication 
will help them to cater 
to your needs.
